Under Secretary Gutter meets with area farmers as drought continues

During the heart of the grow¬ 
ing season and at a time when 
western Kentucky farmers are 
once again being hit hard by the 
drought, John McCauley, State 
Executive Director USDA-Farm 
Service Agency in Kentucky and 
Karis T. Gutter, Deputy Under 
Secretary for Farm and Foreign 
Agricultural Services stopped to 
visit with Fulton and Hickman 
county farmers on Wednesday, 
July 25. 

“You folks day after day and 
year after year, you and your 
families get up go to work,” John 
McCauley said to the farmers 


who were once again feeling the 
hit of the sun with temperatures 
reaching near or at 100 degrees. 
“Just since 2009 you have faced 
ice storms, droughts, flooding, 
and tornadoes. You have been 
hit really hard and still you go 
out and do what you do to pro¬ 
vide our country with cheaper, 
safer food, more effectively, 
and more efficiently than any 
other nation in the world. That 
is something the United States 
cares about and is proud of.” 

After McCauley’s opening re¬ 
marks, Gutter briefly discussed 
the USDA’s recent announce¬ 
ment of streamlining the disas¬ 
ter designation process with 
lower emergency loan rates and 
greater Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP) flexibility in di¬ 


saster areas, including western 
Kentucky with everyone. “We 
have been asked to do every¬ 
thing within our authorities to 
put disaster relief out there that 
is needed,” he explained. “On 
July 11 Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack reduced the emer¬ 
gency loan interest rate down 
from 3.75 percent to 2.25 per¬ 
cent. The USDA also revised 
the disaster designation process 
which will result in designating 
counties a disaster area 40 per¬ 
cent faster.” 

Gutter also touched on a pay¬ 
ment reduction CRP where lands 
will qualify for emergency hay¬ 
ing and grazing in 2012, reduced 
from 25 to 10 percent. “The 
FSA (Farm Service Agency) 
and NRCS (Natural Resources 


Conversation Services) are be¬ 
ing as creative as we can be. He 
did urge farmers to contact their 
local FSA and NRCS offices for 
more detailed information. 

“Crop insurance is probably 
the biggest game in town to help 
farmers,” noted Gutter. Tommy 
Roberts of Roberts Crop Insur¬ 
ance in Clinton, Ky. was in at¬ 
tendance during the meeting. 
Will Rice from The Citizens 
Bank in Hickman and Fulton, 
Shannon Waltmon of Fulton 
County Farm Bureau, and John 
McCuiston from Hickman 
County Farm Bureau where also 
in attendance. 

Another area touched on by 
Gutter including how funds

Fulton County senior services 
are threatened due to budget cuts 
and delayed reimbursements

There are many crucial and 
needed services that the Fulton 
County Senior Citizens Centers 
located in Hickman and Fulton 
provide for seniors. All of these 
services and programs are in 
danger of becoming cut as these 
centers and all the centers in the 
Purchase Area District learn that 
they will be facing significant 
federal and state cuts to their 
2012-2013 budget. The follow¬ 
ing services have been delivered 
during the past fiscal year: 

• Delivering 9,097 meals to 
home bound individuals through 
the meals on wheels program 

• 10,814 meals served to se¬ 
niors coming to the two centers 
to each lunch 

• 2,642 telephone calls to 
check on seniors who are home- 
bound and in need of telephone 
contact to make sure they are 
okay 

• 207 outreach contacts to in¬ 
dividuals to see if their center 
can be of use to them 

• 4,303 transportation trips for 
seniors to and from their homes, 
to either come to the centers or 
to make needed trips to doctors, 


hospitals, grocery stores, etc. 

• 7,856 units of Adult Day 
Care for seniors needing indi¬ 
vidualized care 

• 4,408 education services 
to seniors for health education, 
exercise, medication misuse, 
mental health, nutrition, scams, 
senior safety, and emergency 
preparedness 

Essential services such as 
these are now in danger of be¬ 
ing reduced or eliminated. 

Another concern for Director 
Judy Milner and her staff in¬ 
cludes the way the centers in the 
eight counties of the Purchase 
Area receive their payments 
from the DAIF (Department 
for Aging and Independent 
Fiving). “We normally submit 
our invoices by the fifth of the 
month to the Purchase Area De¬ 
velopment District (PADD) for 
reimbursement of services and 
receive payment by the end of 
the month,” she said. “In a deci¬ 
sion mandated by the state, there 
will be no interim payments to 
the PADD office, which will re¬ 
sult in reimbursements to us to 
run a month later.” This will af-

Stipends, personal appearance code top school 
board agenda, school begins August 9

A plea from part-time bus 
monitor employees Barbara 
Mclntee and Bettie Mays has 
prompted the Fulton County 
School Board to revisit their 
decision to only give full¬ 
time employees a one time 
stipend. “We are important,” 
said Mclntee during the July 26 
meeting of the board, “We do a 
lot to keep the children safe on 
the buses while the bus drivers 
are keeping all of us safe at the 
same time.” 

The stipend was a one time 
bonus with funds from Ed- 
u-Jobs Grant. After a brief 
discussion the board directed 
Superintendent Dennis Bledsoe 
and Julie Vowell to figure out 
exactly how many part-time 
employees there are and how 
much the board could possibly 
afford to give to the part-time 
employees. Anyone who works 
even just one day is considered 
a part-time employee so 
board member Melanie Atwill 
suggested they give stipends 


to part-time employees on a 
graduated scale of the school 
days worked during the last 
school year. 

All handbooks were approved 
for the upcoming school year 
and new this year is an addition 
to the personal appearance code. 
The dress code under apparel 
at Fulton County High School 
(FCHS) reads as follows: No 
open holes or tears in apparel. 
Also, after dress, shorts, and 
skirt length shall be worn - at 
the knee - was added. Another 
addition includes: Sagging 
pants are not allowed and no 
hat or headgear. These items are 
added in bold lettering asking 
the students to observe modesty 
when attending school. 

The student handbook at the 
high school reminds seniors 
about the Senior Graduation 
Attendance Policy, which states 
“A twelfth (12th) grade student 
must not have more than ten 
(10) unexcused absences during 
their senior year and must meet 
a 90% cumulative attendance 
rate for their high school career 


in order to take part in senior 
and graduation cermonies.” 

At the elementary/middle 
school level students are asked 
not to wear the following items 
to school: sagging pants, house 
shoes, body piercing other 
than ears, hats, skirts, shorts 
and dresses that are more than 
4 inches above the knee, no 
clothing with inappropriate 
pictures or words, tank tops, 
halter tops, spaghetti straps, see- 
through clothing that exposes 
bare midriff or underwear, 
no cleavage exposed, no 
sunglasses, no gang emblems, 
no artificial hair or hair coloring 
that isn’t a variation of a natural 
color, no heavy jackets or coats 
in the classrooms. 

With the growth of the 
the Four Rivers Foundation 
program, the board has decided 
to seek assistance from area 
business and individuals to help 
fund the dual credit funding for 
the 2012/2013 school year. The

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Crittendon presents state of city and county report to Governor Beshear 


On Tuesday, July 24, a del¬ 
egation from the city of Eulton, 
Eulton County, and Hickman 
County traveled to Erankfort to 
attend a meeting with Governor 
Steve Beshear and the Cabinet 
for Economic Development. 

Those attending the meeting 
were Eddie Crittendon, Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of the Eulton 
County-Hickman County EDP, 
Garrett Hutchins President of 
the Twin City Chamber, Eulton 
Mayor Elaine Eorrester, Eulton 
City Manager Cubb Stokes, 
Eulton County Judge/Execu¬ 
tive David Gallagher, Hickman 
County Judge/Executive Greg 
Pruitt, and GRRO Executive 
Director Norma Pruitt. 

Eddie Crittendon presented 
a state of the city and county 
report to the Governor and offi¬ 
cials from the Economic Devel¬ 
opment Cabinet. 

The delegation brought sever¬ 
al issues to the governors atten¬ 
tion. Among those topics were 
various tax advantages that the 
state should allow border com¬ 
munities, unemployment, popu¬ 
lation decline, loss of industries 
over the years, infrastructure 
needs such as lighting at the in¬ 
terchanges leading into the city 
of Eulton’s Industrial Park and 
upgrades to the Tenn-Ken Rail 
line in Hickman. During the 
presentation the governor and 
economic development cabinet 


were shown the available build¬ 
ings and sites in the two county 
area. 

The presentation touched on 
many topics but the one that 
seemed to hit home with the 
governor was reaching out to 
our neighboring counties and 
states. Governor Beshear told 
the group that everything that 


we can do as a region will be 
beneficial to our counties. The 
Governor said that his office is 
currently working with Gover¬ 
nor Haslem from Tennessee on 
a project that will benefit both 
Kentucky and Tennessee. 

The group also put a lot of 
focus on the Mississippi River 
and the impact that it could and 


should have on this region. The 
group shared the consensus that 
more attention from the Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Cabinet 
needs to be placed on the river 
and its opportunities for job cre¬ 
ations in Pulton and Hickman 
Counties.

Orthopedic Surgeon 
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Jacob Flournoy nominates Livingston for the HPR Award 


The Jacob Flournoy Chapter 
NSDAR of Fulton/South Fulton 
has nominated one of the area’s 
busiest citizens, Don Livingston, 
for the Historic Preservation 
Recognition Award. 

Don Livingston has completed 
so many projects for the Fulton 
County Genealogical Society 
that is hard to find a beginning 
place to tell his story. 

Reading Cemeteries. In five 
of the past six years, the biggest 
project has been to re-read the 
cemeteries in Fulton County, 
Ky. John Ward, then Fulton 
City Manager, told the Fulton 
County Genealogical Society 
that he needed an up-to-date 
map of the Fairview Cemetery. 
Don volunteered to complete the 
project. He and his wife, Joan, 
re-read the stones and made 
a map of the cemetery, which 
contains some 4,100 gravesites, 
dating back to 1886. 

Livingston’s second project 
was a cemetery directly across 
the street, Greenlea Cemetery, 
where he and Joan Livingston 
repeated the process of re¬ 
reading and mapping. 

The cemetery reading project 
expanded into other locales 
in western Kentucky, and into 
Tennessee. Livingston has read 
two cemeteries in LaCenter, 
Ky., one in Calvert City, Ky., 
and the Camp Beauregard 
Cemetery, a historical cemetery 
in Graves County, Ky., which 
was originally a Confederate 
military training camp and the 
final resting place of some 1,500 
confederate soldiers. Livingston 
has also read the Good Spring 
Cemetery in Weakley County, 
Tenn. 

Livingston learned that Fulton 
County Area Technical Center 
in Hickman, Ky., teacher, Terry 
Sullivan was taking his class 
of computer students to area 
cemeteries to read, map, and take 
pictures. Livingston contacted 
Sullivan, and immediately 
began going with students to 
read a large number of smaller 
cemeteries around Hickman and 
to document the graveyards. 

One particular cemetery 
read by Don Livingston, in 
partnership with the technology 
center students, was that of 
Rush Creek in 2011, when he 
found about 30 names of people 
buried in that cemetery who 
were unknown to the keepers 
for Rush Creek Cemetery 
Association. He mapped that 
cemetery with GPS notation and 
photo of each stone. 

Books. Using all records, 
Livingston compiled his work 
and the work of those he had 
enlisted to help into six cemetery 
books for the Fulton County 
Genealogical Society. These 
volumes contain aerial maps, 
family plots with tombstones 
and individual tombstones. 
Inscriptions on tombstones are 
transcribed below the pictures 
for easier reading. 

He was quick to remark, “I 
had help.” He did enlist the help 
of other volunteers to read the 
cemeteries under his direction. 
He compiled the raw data on his 
home computer then shared with 
the Fulton County Genealogical 
Society. Even though these 
volumes are mainly his work, 
the only personal reference is 
his personal e-mail address for 
further information. Livingston 
said, “I did not do this for myself. 
Others helped me to compile 
books that would be shared with 
others.” All six bound volumes 
are in the Fulton County, 
Kentucky, Public Library. 

In addition to the many 
books he had produced, Don 
Livingston, with help from 
others, has collected abstracts 
of obituaries that appeared in 
the Fulton Daily Leader and 
other area newspapers, some of 
which date back to the 1800’s. 
These 11,000-1- obituaries are 
pasted onto index cards and 
filed alphabetically in card files 
in the local library. 

Sometime ago, the Fulton 
Daily Leader (now Fulton 
Leader) donated to the library 
copies of old newspapers dating 
back to the 1940’s. Livingston 
collected the newspapers and 


arranged them by years into 
Acid-Free Boxes. These boxes 
are shelved upstairs in the Fulton 
County Public Library. 

Death Certificates. Don 
Livingston also read the Death 
Certificates for Fulton County, 
Ky., from 1911 to 1956. 
He recorded all certificate 
information including the name 
of the cemetery in which the 
person was buried. Livingston’s 
research revealed 5,500-1- names 
of people buried in county 
cemeteries whose graves 
have no markers. This work 
was published in a book now 
available in the Fulton County 
Public Library. 

Obituaries. For the past seven 
years, each week, Livingston 
has copied the obituaries in the 
Fulton Leader and the Hickman 
Courier. Using his home 
computer, he has compiled the 
obituaries with pictures into six 
hardbound published books, one 
for each year. He is currently 
working on the seventh book, 
this year’s edition. Entries are 
indexed alphabetically by name 
and by topic. The 26 topics 
include Individuals, Couples, 
Eamilies or Eriends, Businesses 
divided by counties. Cemeteries, 
Churches divided by counties. 
Disasters, Events, Earming, 
Government, Homes, Military, 
Organizations, Schools divided 
by counties. Sports, Street 
Scenes, and Transportation. 

Other Historical Activities. 
In addition, Livingston 
organizes and maintains the 
Eulton County GenWEb site 
of the USGENWEB. The site 
lists a history and geographical 
data of Eulton County, Ky. The 
7-page Internet site contains 
links to publications with 
cemetery listings, funeral home 
records, obituaries, and death 
certificates. 

Since 2003, Don Livingston 
had published a bi-annual 
edition of the Fulton County 
Genealogical Society Journal. 
The 2011 Eall Journal contains 
some 50 pages. Included in 


this particular journal are a 
history with pictures of Eulton, 
Kentucky’s Usona Hotel 1874- 
1973; newspaper pictures and 
ads from as early as 1919; an 
1895 school class picture; a 1959 
Letter of Congratulations from 
Dwight D. Eisenhower to the 
Mayor of Eulton, Ky., regarding 
the twin-cities bicentennial 
celebration; articles on the twin- 
cities bicentennial celebration; 
family Bible records; 1885- 
1886 news nuggets; an 1873 
“Green River Ghost” essay; 
American Revolution Ancestor 
Andrew Apple and descendants; 
pictures of historical public 
buildings and private homes; an 
article about Eulton Countian 
Thomas C. E. Bondurant who 
enlisted in the Union Eorces 
while his brother fought for the 


Confederates; a post Civil War 
letter; the Miller and Phillips 
families group sheets, etc. 

He has helped to identify 
and erect monuments at War of 
1812 veterans’ graves located 
in church cemeteries and in 
obscure family cemeteries in 
both Kentucky and Tennessee. 
He was also the primary 
contact person with government 
agencies in obtaining the 
monuments for those unmarked 
and forgotten patriots. 

Eor several years, Livingston 
has been a member of a Civil 
War Reenactment Group and 
has shared those experiences 
many times with history 
students at South Eulton High 
School/Middle School in South 
Eulton, Tenn.

feet their cash flow. 

Milner has also learned that 
the state MAY decide to not 
send back to the PADD any car¬ 
ryover money from fiscal year 
2010/2011. “This carryover 
money is federal money that was 
not used by the eight counties 
during the prior fiscal year,” she 
explained. “The PADD usually 
looks at the performance of all 
the counties and then distributes 
the carryover funds based upon 
each county’s performance. 

“I was prepared to handle the 
budget cut, but when we got 
hit with the delayed reimburse¬ 
ments plus the possibility of not 
receiving any carryover funds 
that is what is hurting us,” said 
Milner. “We could absorb one 
or the other, but not both at the 
same time.” 

Milner, along with her board 
of directors, which includes Pat 
McMinn Klein, Percy Lee, Julia 
Davis, Mildred Terrell, Glenda 
Cochrum, Barbara Meintee, 
Laverne Sublette, Phyllis Sim¬ 
mons, Joe Dillon, David Prath¬ 
er, Rhonda Dinwiddie, Johnny 
Lattus, Bobby Reeves, and Ann 
Lreeman, have been working to 
put together a three month op¬ 
erating budget for the centers to 
carry them through events like 
this. “It has been very difficult 
to do because of increasing costs 
of everything we provide at our 
centers,” Milner added. There 
are added costs because Pulton 
County is one of a few counties, 
which operates and supports two 
centers. 

“People have a misconception 
that the state or federal govern¬ 
ment pays for everything at the 
center,” said board member 
Pat Klein. “We have to match 
the funds we receive from the 
state and federal government. 
We are also required to do cer¬ 
tain programs to be eligible for 


those funds. My concern is that 
people are not understanding 
the services that could be lost 
like home delivered meals to the 
seniors who need it. The senior 
centers are important not only 
for day care services, but also to 
help seniors interact with other 
people.” 

“These services help keep the 
seniors in their homes,” added 
Milner, “instead of forcing them 
to go into nursing homes.” 

Milner also said those who 
are seeking assistance from the 
nursing home are getting young¬ 
er and younger. “We can’t help 
them until they reach age 60,” 
she said. “We are getting more 
and more calls from people be¬ 
tween the ages of 55 and 60.” 

“We are not just a bunch of 
old people that get together and 
play cards,” said board member 
Glenda Cochrum. “There are a 
few of us who are taking advan¬ 
tage of the services that are being 
provided to us, such as the hot, 
nutritious meals prepared on site 
each day.” Lunch is served at 11 
a.m. and donations are appreci¬ 
ated and available every day that 
the center is open. 

“We come together almost as 
a family,” Cochrum added. “We 
need everyone to take part in the 
services available at these two 
centers to keep them going.” 

“We do appreciate the support 
the centers have always received 
by the Lulton County Liscal 
Court,” continued Cochrum. 
“We also need the support of 
the entire community. Lor some 
unknown reason the community 
is not understanding the benefits 
and activities available to them 
at the center.” 

“This is the first time that I 
feel we are really faced with the 
challenge of keeping the cen¬ 
ters open,” said Milner who has 
been at the center for over seven 
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years now. “We are stepping up 
our fundraising efforts to help us 
keep our doors open and provide 
Lulton County seniors with the 
services they desperately need. 
We already have a waiting list 
for home delivered meals and 
for transportation.” 

To help the center meet their 
$16,000 a month budget and see 
them through this difficult time 
they are going to raffle off two 
$100 gas cards, one at each cen¬ 
ter. “The tickets will be $1 each 
and we will sell them until we 
reach 500 tickets sold at each 
center,” stated Milner. 

The board is also going to 
send out letters to area business¬ 
es, churches, and individuals 
asking for their assistance with 
funding. “We already have four 
churches in Lulton who donate 
$100 a month each, which pro¬ 
vides meals for four seniors,” 
said Milner. Each center also 
does an annual spaghetti fund¬ 
raiser and this year they will 
once again have concessions at 
the center in Lulton during the 
Banana Lestival September 28 
and September 29.

The mother of eight children, Tea Sansom of 
the Brownsville Community, turned 101 years old 
on May 25, 2012.A strong, healthy and capable 
housewife, she has lived longer than half her 
children and many of her doctors. Her family, 
the descendants of Thomas Jefferson and Emma 
Leona Cooper, will be holding a family reunion 
on September 2 at the Senior Citizens Center in 
Clinton, Ky. 

“When I go to the hospital they always ask me 
who my doctor is and my reply, T have outlived 
my doctors,’” she said. Until recently she didn’t 
even go to the hospital much. 

“She doesn’t take much medicine at all,” stated 
her granddaughter Sadawna Roberts, who calls 
her Momma because she has raised her since she 
was born. 

“She started taking Coumadin for a blood clot in 
her leg,” added Sadawna. “Until that happened a 
couple of months ago she was up washing dishes, 
walking, and working in her yard.” 

Born in Carroll County, Tennessee, on May 25, 
1911, Mrs. Sansom moved to Eulton County when 
she was 13 years old. She remembers moving to 
the Brownsville Community out on St. Rt. 309 
when the road was actually next to where the road 
is now and it was gravel. She married Edward M. 
Sansom November 26, 1917. 

“When we moved to the 
Brownsville Community 
there wasn’t electricity out 
here yet,” she said. “We also 
used an outhouse until 1980 
and we drew water from a 
well.” They used the well 
until Sadawna put fish in it. 

Linda Matheney, one of 
Tea’s granddaugthers, also 
remembers the well fondly. 

“I remember as a child, my 
siblings and I used to love 
to go there and draw water 
from the well so we could 
have a drink out of the water 
bucket,” she said. “She still 
has that water bucket today. I 
think Larry (Tea’s son) uses 
it for a tool box.” 

Mrs. Sansom also recalls 
paying 25 cents to hook 
up a phone. The phone 
number issued to her when 
she first lived in the Stahr 
Earm Community out on the 
ByPass down from the St. 

Rt. 309 intersection is the same number she has

now. 

Erom time to time she talks to Sadawna and 
her son Larry about things from long ago. “She 
remembers seeing a mule after it was put through 
a telephone pole following a tornado,” said 
Sadawna. “Momma also told us about E.W. James 
rationing sugar during the war and the rationing 
of shoes.” 

Linda also has found members of Mr. Sansom, 
her pawpaw, “He used to keep a path to the woods 
behind the house cleared at all times and Larry, 
Joyce, myself and some of my siblings used to 
pack a lunch and spend all day in the woods,” she 
said. “No one had to worry about us. They knew 
we were safe. Scratched up, but safe.” 

She also recalls the times they used to love to 
wait for the Cracker Jack man to come down the 
road so they could buy Cracker Jacks. 

One of Mrs. Sansom’s brothers, while serving 
his country in World War II, died. Douglas 
Adams, a half brother, died October 28, 1918 of 
pneumonia while serving in the Korean War. He 


is buried in Romagne, Erance. 

A son, Blundell Sansom, who was a Lieutenant 
in the Korean War, died June 1, 2005. At the time 
of his death, Sansom was survived by his wife, 
Shirley Porter Sansom; one daughter, Kay S. 
Kopf of Coldwater; three sons, Steven Sansom 
of Jackson, Miss., Michael Sansom of Senatobia 
and Mark Sansom of Coldwater; his mother, 
Sarah Lillie “Tea” Sansom of Hickman, Ky., 
three sisters, Ruth Ann Rice of Hickman, Joyce 
Nell Ray of Peru, Ind., and Katherine Elmore of 
East Ridge, Tenn.; one brother, Larry N. Sansom 
of Hickman; and eight grandchildren. Three 
other children, Christine O’Dell, Richard David 
Sansom, and Delores Sansom (as a baby) have 
passed on, as well, all before their mother. 

Mrs. Sansom enjoyed riding in a wagon to 
catch a show in Tiptonville, Tenn., from time to 
time when she was younger. 

Another favorite memory took place in 
Missouri. One of Mrs. Sansom’s sisters moved to 
the neighboring state and she went to visit during 
the time they were test fiying the Spirit of St. 
Louis that Charles Lindbergh later fiew. 

Back in the 1960s Mrs. Sansom remembers 
wildlife personnel transporting 11 deer to the 
area. “At the time they didn’t have any in the area 
like we have now,” added Sadawna. 

Her favorite hobby while 
her children were growing up 
was tending to her garden. Her 
husband, Edward Sansom, 
who passed away in 1977, 
always had lots of animals 
running around the yard. 

Mrs. Sansom is known for 
her delicious holiday meals. 
“She always prepared Easter, 
Christmas and Thanksgiving 
meals,” said Sadawna. “I 
made the last holiday meal 
and it just wasn’t the same as 
when Momma cooked.” She 
also enjoyed putting out her 
own decorations during the 
holidays. 

Almost a week later, Mrs. 
Sansom was still receiving 
calls from family wishing her 
well on her lOU^ birthday. 

She seemed to take it all 
in stride, turning 101, seated 
in her favorite blue chair 
watching one of her western 
movies with another love in 
her life around her, Elvis. She has pictures and 
lots of memorabilia of Elvis all around her in her 
living room. 

Once her leg heals, it will be nice to see Mrs. 
Sansom up and about again keeping everyone 
straight, working in her garden and preparing one 
of those special meals for her family for many 
more years to come.

Her living children include Ruth Ann Rice, Larry

great-grandchildren. Richard David Sansom, her 
son, was born in 1955 and died in 1968. Linda’s 
mother, Christine O’Dell, Tea’s daughter died 
in 1988.

They include Linda Matheney, Karen Holder, 
Elaine Pace, Christy Mayabb, Sarah Gamer, 
Donnie O’Dell & Michael O’Dell.

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Trees suffer silently during drought 


With more than half of the 
continental United States in 
some stage of drought, what can 
homeowners do to keep their 
trees healthy during hotter, drier 
sunnner months? 

“While it’s impossible to keep 
every tree in good health in 
times of severe drought, taking a 
proactive approach for a prized 
or sentimental tree can support 
its good health,” recommends 
Tchukki Andersen, staff arborist 
with the Tree Care Industry 
Association. “A plan that is 
supported with good cultural 
practices, proactive monitoring 
for pests and disease, and 
response to warning signs is 
more likely to survive.” 

Silent Suffering 

A tree’s first damage from 
drought occurs beneath the 
soil line in the form of root 
damage, long before any 
outward signs of trouble. After 
a tree’s unsuccessful attempts to 
conserve water by closing leaf 

Opportunistic Pests and 
Diseases 

That’s when “opportunistic” 
pests make their move. Boring 
insects are thought to be drawn 
by the chemical and acoustic 
signals of stressed trees. 
The sound of water columns 
breaking cues the borer to invade 
the tree and lay eggs. Andersen 
recommends applying a 3-inch 
layer of organic mulch or wood 
chips over the root zone at least 
out to the drip line. This will 
hold moisture longer for stressed 
roots to access, and will provide 
a long-term nutritional source 
for the soil. Prized or important 
trees may be protected from 
wood-boring insects with spray 
or injection treatment. 

Another danger to stressed 
trees are fungal pathogens. 
Andersen notes that when a 


chemical change in the tree 
signals a weakened state, 
certain pathogens penetrate the 
bark, wood and cambial zone, 
with fan-like, leathery clumps, 
cutting off the water supply to 
the tree. 

While all trees are at risk 
during long periods of drought, 
some are more prone to its 
effects. New transplants are 
highly vulnerable to drought 
stress, and supplemental 
watering for the first few years 
of establishment is necessary, to 
the extent that it’s allowed. But 
even mature trees are suffering. 

Watering trees deeply with 
soaker hoses or irrigation 
systems - as opposed to brief, 
surface watering - helps sustain 
trees. But it’s very difficult to do 
much for a large tree because of 
the massive amounts of water 
it needs. With so many trees 
affected, Andersen recommends 
watering only those trees that 
you can help. How much 
water a home landscape needs 
depends upon its soil, sun and 
shade exposure, plant types, 
irrigation system and local 
climate. How much water trees 
require depends upon the type of 
tree. Applying the right amount 
of water, based on the local 
weather and the tree’s actual 
need, is the key to using water 
efficiently. But homeowners 
often over-water their lawns, 
which in turn surpasses a tree’s 
real needs. 

Drought exacerbates matters 
for trees already under stress, like 
those on dry slopes, surrounded 
by pavement, or improperly 
planted. In landscape situations, 
consider taking action, such as 
moving smaller trees to a better 
location, alleviating compaction, 
or replacing moisture-draining 
lawn with a layer of mulch. 


A two- to three-inch layer of 
compost will help trees in 
maintaining moisture. 

Outlook 

The aftereffects of drought 
may last three to five years, with 
the strongest trees surviving. 
Trees have developed their own 
mechanisms for coping with 
these cycles, but some trees 
are on the brink of survival and 
could go either way. If it means 
the difference between keeping 
a tree around for your lifetime or 
losing it in the next five years,” 
Andersen says, “it’s worth doing 
something about.” 

What can you do? 

A professional arborist can 
assess your landscape, provide 
information regarding the value 
potential of your trees and 
work with you to determine the 
best trees and shrubs to plant 
for your existing landscape. 
Contact the Tree Care Industry 
Association (TCIA), a public 
and professional resource on 
trees and arboriculture since 
1938. It has more than 2,000 
member companies who 
recognize stringent safety 
and performance standards 
and who are required to carry 
liability insurance.

“USDA will not be charging 
interest rates to the crop insur¬ 
ance companies on those pay¬ 
ments until a month later, he 
added. “We have given every 
incentive to the crop insurance 
companies to take advantage of 
this opportunity to voluntarily 
help producers and ranchers 
out there. We are still looking 
at all of our authorities. 

USDA’s crop insurance pro¬ 
gram currently insures 264 mil¬ 
lion acres, 1.14 million policies, 
and $110 billion worth of li¬ 
ability on about 500,000 farms. 
In response to tighter financial 
markets, USD A has expanded 
the availability of farm credit, 
helping struggling farmers re¬ 
finance loans. In the past three 
years, USDA provided 103,000 
loans to family farmers totaling 
$14.6 billion. Over 50 percent 
of the loans went to beginning 
and socially disadvantaged 
farmers and ranchers. 

“Part of this trip is to get a 
better understanding what the 


problems are and the issues of 
what you are facing,” Gutter 
continued. “My job is to trans¬ 
late those, take them back and 
see if we can fix them. If they 
are past practices or histories 
we will look at them. At this 
point, I don’t care where I get 
the ideas from as long as I get 
them.” 

Gutter also touched on how 
the USDA and FSA’s resources 
are limited due to the impend¬ 
ing expiration of the ‘08 Farm 
Bill. “September 30, 2011 is 
when our five disaster relief 
programs all expired,” he said. 
“Currently the Secretary of 
Agriculture does not have the 
statutory authority to imple¬ 
ment those programs unless 
Congress takes some sort of ac¬ 
tion.” He is hoping for action to 
be taken on this sooner, rather 
than later. 

Gutter fielded questions from 
the farmers and also met with 
the county committee members. 
Gutter, from the small town of 
Terry, Mississippi (population 
500) believes that agricultural 
communities like his and Ful¬ 
ton and Hickman counties have 
valuable county committees. 


“Speaking with them is the 
best insight that I have had to 
what it is like out there on the 
ground,” he said. “They do 
‘boss around’ our county of¬ 
fices and that is a good thing. 
Every now and again a good 
reality check is needed. This is 
the only system of its kind in 
all of government where peo¬ 
ple from the rural communities 
have a say in government.” 

When dealing with the un¬ 
certainty of the Farm Bill and 
during the heat of the economic 
crisis coupled with this current 
drought disaster. Gutter says 
the one bright spot is agricul¬ 
ture. “Thirty million plus dol¬ 
lars in agriculture surpluses,” 
he said. “In that year (2011) 
you had a 133 plus billion 
dollars in agriculture experts. 
That’s farmers. 

“Still today 13 to 14 cents 
of every dollar goes to farm¬ 
ers,” continued Gutter. “That 
hasn’t changed in some 15 plus 
years. What you have also seen 
is prices go up. Profits go up, 
but profit margins have not. So 
we begin to take away support 
programs for farmers when re¬ 
cord surpluses and status are 
taken into consideration. 

“There is very little voice 
for the folks who still haven’t 
seen that same profit move¬ 
ment from that same 13 to 14 
cents on the dollar. You have 
seen fuel costs go up some 
60%. Feed and equity costs, 
big time. So that is why it is 
very important to reauthorize 
and pass the farm bill.” 

A county is declared a di¬ 
saster by the the U.S. Drought 
Monitor when the county ex¬ 
periences a severe drought for 
eight consecutive weeks dur¬ 
ing the growing season. Ef¬ 
fective July 12, 1,016 primary 
counties in 26 states were des¬ 
ignated a natural disaster area, 
making all qualified farm op¬ 
erators in the designated ar¬ 
eas eligible for low interest 
emergency loans from USDA’s 
Earm Service Agency (ESA), 
provided eligibility require¬ 
ments are met. 

Members of the county com¬ 
mittee who met with Gutter 
prior to the question and an¬ 
swer session include Steve 
Weatherford, Don Lattus, Jerry 
Graham, Caleb DeWeese, and 
Jerry Peery. They met at the 
home of farmer Glenn How¬ 
ell in Pulton County, Ky. Gut¬ 
ter did visit Dyersburg, Tenn., 
before stopping in Kentucky, 
with plans to move on to a 
couple of other states before 
heading back to Washington. 
Several members from the area 
Earm Service Agency offices 
were at the meeting including 
David Gilland, District Direc¬ 
tor, Debbie Caksackkar, and 
Jennifer Parmer. Pulton Coun¬ 
ty Judge/Executive David Gal¬ 
lagher and Hickman County 
Judge/Executive Greg Pruitt 
were there, as well.

Friendship across 
the seas.. .Colonel 
has ball in Hamburg 
Hickman Courier 
Feb. 20,1964 

A 26-year-old friend of 
Mrs. Ellis Dobson attended a 
masquerade ball in Hamburg, 
German last Saturday night 
and was attired as a Kentucky 
Colonel - complete with tie, hat, 
black suit and corncob pipe. 

The items were given to Enno 
Peaper — courtesy of Dobson’s 
Department Store when he visited 
Hickman two weeks ago. 

The friendship between Mrs. 
Dobson and the Peaper family 
dates back to postwar 1947. Mrs. 
Dobson along with other members 
of the Hickman Woman’s Club 
sent CARE packages across the 
Atlantic to war-torn countries. 

The CARE package consisted 
of a huge purse filled with 
needles, thread, soap, comb and 
other such items. In the purse she 
put her name and several months 
later she had a very appreciative 
letter from the Peaper family. 
In the letter Mrs. Peaper spoke 
about her husband, a chemical 
engineer, and her three sons, 
Hans Werner, 11; Enno, 7; and 
Claus, 4. 

As the years went by, the 
letters and packages became 
more numerous. Included were 
letters from the three boys who 
promised that some day one of 
them would get to American 

- and Hickman - and personally 
thank Mrs. Dobson for the food, 
clothing and many things sent 

- which helped them through the 
year after the war. 

There were packages from 
Germany too. At first it was just 
a remembrance because there 
was no money for gifts. The 
past several Christmases she has 
received a handmade needlepoint 
purse, handmade tablecloth and a 
genuine German cuckoo clock. 

Enno (pronounced “N-0”) 
Peaper learned several months 
ago that he and five of his fellow 
workers at Lutfhansa Airlines 
would be sent to Hartford, Conn., 
USA in January. Enno decided 
then that he would stay on after 
the course and fly to Hickman. 
After learning all he could 
about the Boeing 727 jet, the 
mechanical engineer (educated 
in Germany and Finland) hopped 
a plane and landed in Paducah, 
Ky., where Mrs. Dobson and her 
family met him. 

Immediately Mrs. Dobson, her 
daughter, Ellise, and son-in-law, 
Julius Falkoff liked him. 

Enno told them he didn’t like 
the hustle bustle of New York 
nor did he like Hartford. But 
Hickman, he found to be different. 
People were so friendly and warm 
and asked so many questions he 
loved answering. The pace was 
more like what he had been used 
to in his homeland. 

He enjoyed being introduced 
to bowling, the great Mississippi 
River, the pecan industry, woods, 
apple pie, cheeseburgers and 
fried chicken. 

Enno, who speaks fluent 
English, had some surprises 
for his Hickman friends. He 
unpacked a model of a seafaring 
schooner, which his father had 
taken two years to build housed 
in a wine bottle. For Ellise there 
was a musical beer stein, which 
has now become a treasured 
possession. 

Enno brought some memories 
with him. He showed Mrs. 
Dobson a toothbrush she sent 
him when he was a little boy 
and which he used for 10 
years because they couldn’t be 
purchased in Germany. 

He brought along the memory 
of the times that boxes from 
Hickman would arrive. He still 
remembers the packages of 
chewing gum, which he and his 
brother didn’t know what to do

ZOE Ministry is changing the lives of orphans who 
inturn help others because “God is BIG enough”

His name was Elijah— not 
the Old Testament prophet, but 
a 21st century orphan in the 
rural highlands of Kenya. His 
name is ancient but his modem 
plastic bracelet (like the Lance 
Armstrong ‘Live Strong’ 
ones) proclaimed his place in 
the modem world. Like his 
namesake the message on his 
wrist sounded biblical— “God is 
BIG enough.” 

Elijah is a farmer of land 
and cattle, a shoe cobbler and 
builder. He is not working the 
size land that we think of, just 
a couple of acres of corn, millet 
and peanuts. And he has three 
cows and two goats. His shoe 
business is a good one given 
the fact that the nearest market 
town is close to an hour away 
on rough, sandy roads. People 
there have their shoes repaired 
because they do not know when 
they will have the money, time 
or ability to pay for new ones. 

Elijah is proud of his 
farm and the success he has 
experienced over the last couple 
of years. Because of his peanut 
crop scattered among the corn 
he was able to buy 
more land recently. He 
Hashed the biggest smile 
as he speaks through an 
interpreter about ZOE 
Ministry and all that he 
and his fellow working 
group have been able to 
accomplish. 

Elijah is a statistic. He 
is one of the 1 in 7 youth 
that have been orphaned 
due to the AIDS pandemic 
in Africa. He is the head 
of his household at 20 
years of age, and has been 
for a few years. Despite 
the odds he has been able to 
care for his three younger 
siblings. They are all in school 
and have a future that will not 
leave them vulnerable like most 
AIDS orphans. 

Elijah has a future as well. 
He dreams of being a full-time 
builder. And if his current home 
(the one he built for himself so 
that his sister as she gets older 
will inherit their parents’ home) 
is any indication of his skill he 


has a bright future. 

Elijah is beating the odds 
not only because of his own 
initiative and hard work but 
also because of the support 
and encouragement of ZOE 
Ministries. ZOE Ministries was 
started by a United Methodist 
minister in North Carolina 
named Greg Jenks. Jenks was 
inspired to start the ministry 
15 years ago by a youth in his 
congregation that had been to 
Africa to work with orphans. 
With the support of The UM 
Conference of North Carolina 
Jenks launched the ministry 
from his home in Clayton, NC. 
Today, thousands of orphans 
and vulnerable children in 
Zimbabwe, Zambia, Kenya 
and Rwanda have been helped 
out of the cycle of poverty and 
assistance characteristic of 
vulnerable youth. 

ZOE Ministry’s Orphan 
Empowerment Program is 
designed to move past traditional 
relief ministry. The idea is 
to provide a comprehensive 
approach to transforming the 
lives of orphans. The program 
targets orphans and vulnerable 


youth in their own communities 
and villages. It helps them 
to establish support and 
community with other orphans. 
They teach and share with them 
about God’s love, and provide 
training, support and skills 
needed to care for themselves 
and their siblings. 

The three-year program 
focuses on six areas needed to 
permanently end the cycle of 
poverty and move orphans from 


dependency to self-sufficiency. 
The six areas are food security, 
health and hygiene, small 
business training, cultivating 
faith, providing homes and 
community and education. 
ZOE Ministry reports that in 
three years or less, these groups 
are so empowered that they no 
longer need support. And many 
members that complete the 
program then reach out to other 
orphans allowing even more 
lives to be transformed. 

Rev. Nancy Varden, and two 
other First Methodist Church 
members were given the 
privilege of seeing first hand the 
impact and power of this grace- 
filled ministry. 

“Sara Kate and Beth Rice and 
I travelled to Kenya in late June 
to visit the Kenyan staff and 
several working groups. That is 
when we meet Elijah and other 
remarkable young people like 
him. 

“I have been an active 
contributor and supporter of 
ZOE Ministry six years now 
because I believe that we are 
called to help others in need. 
And because ZOE Ministry 
reminds me that God is 
big enough— big enough 
to care for the least, the 
lost, the broken and the 
orphan. We may not 
see AIDS orphans and 
childhoods lost to disease, 
war and famine daily here 
in the US but it does not 
mean that there are not 
millions of them. 

“The guiding scripture 
passage for ZOE Ministry 
comes from Jeremiah 
29:11 “For I know the 
plans I have for you, 
declares the Lord; plans 
to prosper you and not to harm 
you; plans to give you hope and 
a future.” Elijah is who I picture 
now when I hear that passage. 
His confidence, his smile and 
his faith were awe-inspiring. 
He gave me hope.
